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ALUMNAE  LUNCHEON 

The  annual  reunion  luncheon  of  the  Associate  Alumnae  of 
Barnard  College  was  held  on  Saturday,  January  the  l8th,  at 
Students’  Hall  on  the  Barnard  Campus.  This  luncheon  served 
not  only  to  give  the  alumnae  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the 
building  but  also  to  allow  the  directors  a chance  to  introduce 
the  subject  of  Barnard’s  contribution  in  the  field  of  war  work. 

Miss  Eleanor  Osborne,  President  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, acted  as  toastmistress.  Dean  Gildersleeve  gave  a brief 
account  of  the  achievements  of  Barnard  during  the  past  year. 
Mr.  Jacob  H.  Schiff  welcomed  the  alumnae  and  told  them  how 
happy  he  was  to  be  able  to  contribute  Students’  Hall  to  Bar- 
nard. 

Then  followed  a number  of  speeches  on  war  work.  Mrs. 
Needham  spoke  on  war  reconstruction  work  in  France,  espe- 
cially about  the  village  of  Blerancourt.  Mrs.  John  Glenn  told 
of  opportunities  for  Red  Cross  work  in  America.  Occupa- 
tional therapy  was  the  subject  of  Miss  Stewart’s  talk.  Mr. 
Douglas  McMurtrie  told  of  vocational  therapy.  Mrs.  Louis 
Slade  gave  an  account  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  canteen  work  among 
our  soldiers  in  France.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  matter  should  be  decided  upon 
at  a mass  meeting  in  the  near  future.  What  that  decision  was 
is  announced  under  the  article  headed  War  Service  Corps. 


WAR  SERVICE  CORPS  TO  BE  RECRUITED  FROM 
MEMBERS  OF  THE  ALUMNAE 
FOR  REPATRIATION 

The  formation  of  a war  service  corps  for  duty  in  France,  to 
be  recruited  exclusively  from  the  ranks  of  Barnard  College 


graduates,  and  maintained  by  the  Barnard  College  Alumnae 
Association,  has  been  announced.  The  corps,  composed  of  spe- 
cially trained  workers,  will  concentrate  on  reconstruction  and 
canteen  service  overseas,  and  vv^iil  operate  under  the  joint  juris- 
diction of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Simultaneously  with  the  completion  of  final  plans  of  organi- 
zation, a drive  was  started  on  graduates  and  friends  of  Bar- 
nard to  obtain  $2,000  expense  and  equipment  guarantees  for 
each  of  the  canteen  workers,  and  to  raise  the  approximately 
$40,000  which  will  be  needed  to  inaugurate  the  college’s  service 
with  the  Red  Cross,  fleadquarters  for  the  receipt  of  donations 
and  applications,  the  latter  from  Barnard  graduates  only,  have 
been  opened  in  the  homes  of  Airs.  Alfred  Hess,  16  West  Eigh- 
ty-sixth Street,  and  Aliss  Sarah  Schuyler  Butler,  60  Alorning- 
side  Drive,  both  women  being  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  campaign. 

The  Barnard  War  Corps,  planned  as  the  first  collegiate  unit 
to  go  into  the  foreign  service  ready  in  all  respects  for  imme- 
diate action,  will  be  composed  of  two  units.  One  will  be  a can- 
teen unit  of  five  or  six  workers  for  use  wherever  the  Y.  M.  C. 
.A.  sends  it,  while  the  second  unit  will  engage  in  repatriation 
projects  in  the  central  and  southern  parts  of  France.  The  per- 
sonnel of  the  repatriation  section  will  be  made  up  of  a physi- 
cian, a trained  nurse,  a dietician,  a secretary,  a business  mana- 
ger, and  several  agricultural  and  social  workers.  The  territory 
in  which  the  Barnard  corps  will  work  is  the  scene  of  some  of 
the  largest  repatriation  schemes  undertaken  by  the  French  Gov- 
ernment, and  an  average  of  600  women  and  children  arrive 
daily  in  the  territory  from  the  devastated  northern  parts  of 
France. 

Because  of  the  vital  work  which  this  unit  will  take  up,  the 
personnel  of  workers  in  it  has  been  set  forth  in  a letter  to  Mrs. 
Hess  from  Joseph  R.  Hamlen,  Acting  Vice-President  of  the 
Red  Cross.  Mrs.  Hess,  discussing  the  eligibility  of  Barnard 
graduates  for  corps  service,  said  that  only  young  women  25 
vears  or  more  in  age  could  be  enlisted,  and  that  none  with 
male  relatives  in  the  service  in  France  was  acceptable  because 
of  a War  Department  ruling  which  barred  the  way. 
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“Doctors,  nurses,  social  workers,  and  persons  with  special 
knowledge  in  civil  work  are  wanted,’’  said  Mrs.  Hess,  “and  all 
must  be  Barnard  alumnae.  Personal  qualifications  are  also 
very  important,  such  as  tact,  adaptability,  and  resourcefulness. 
Nervous,  sensitive,  and  unadaptable  persons  are  not  desirable, 
no  matter  how  well  qualified,  in  view  of  the  conditions  which 
now  prevail  in  France.  An  effort,  too,  will  be  made  to  see 
that  each  unit  includes  at  least  two  or  three  persons  with  a 
speaking  knowledge  of  French,  and  all  corps  members  will  be 
required  to  began  the  study  of  the  language  as  soon  as  they 
get  over. 

“Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Red 
Cross,  it  is  our  hope  to  make  the  units  more  serviceable  by 
keeping  them  as  flexible  as  possible,  and  it  is  our  idea  simply  to 
put  trained  people  at  the  service  of  the  two  organizations  who 
know  the  needs  of  France.  The  maintenance  of  the  identity 
of  the  Barnard  War  Service  Corps  as  a Barnard  unit  is  less 
important  to  us  than  its  fullest  possible  use,  and  it  may  find 
itself  scattered  as  soon  as  it  reaches  the  other  side.” 

The  members  of  the  units  will  be  sent  over  as  fast  as  they 
are  selected  and  funds  raised  for  their  transportation  and  up- 
keep. A determined  effort  will  be  made  to  get  a substantial 
force  into  the  field  this  Summer,  as  Red  Cross  officials  have 
advised  that  the  coming  month  will  bring  a great  need  of  re- 
patriation in  preparation  for  the  rigors  of  next  winter. 

The  first  one  to  go  is  Miss  Eleanor  Doty,  Barnard  ’12,  who 
will  serve  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  canteens  in  France.  As  a leader 
of  proved  ability  at  college,  who  speaks  excellent  French, 
drives  a motor,  has  served  for  a season  in  the  Vanderbilt 
Clinic,  and  has  for  some  years  been  Secretary  of  the  College 
Settlements  Association,  she  will  well  represent  Barnard.

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  complete  success  of  this 
project  is  assured.  The  Barnard  unit  for  repatriation  is  an 
accomplished  fact.  Three  more  canteen  workers  have  been 
financed.  The  forty  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  the 
unit  have  been  raised,  as  well  as  funds  for  the  canteen  workers, 
and  the  alumnae  committee  is  already  considering  the  formation 
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of  a second  unit  for  repatriation.  The  first  unit  expects  to 
sail  this  month.  Ihe  principal  need  of  the  committee  is 
volunteers.  Success  m raising  the  money  has  been  so  rapid 
that  possibly  the  project  has  not  been  grasped  by  all  the 
alumnae.  If  you  want  to  serve  in  France,  with  your  expenses 
paid  by  the  alumnae  (or  paid  by  yourself,  if  you  prefer)  apply 
at  once  to  Miss  Virginia  Newcomb,  301  Philosophy  Hall, 
Columbia  University.  The  next  unit  will  probably  sail  in  the 
autumn. 

Of  the  funds  assured  $12,500.  came  from  Barnard  alumnae 
and  undergraduates.  The  undergraduates  realized  $2,150. 
from  Greek  Games  and  from  their  Senior  Play,  the  profits  of 
which  they  handed  over  for  this  Barnard  war  service. 

The  repatriation  unit  about  to  sail  consists  of ; Leslie 
Gardiner  1907,  Cecile  Debouy  1909,  Jessie  Nottingham  1910, 
Eugenia  Ingerman  1911,  Mildred  Hodges  1912,  Georgia  Cerow 
1912,  and  Margaret  Peck  1914.  The  doctor  for  this  unit  is 
Eugenia  Ingerman,  at  present  on  the  staff  of  Bellevue  hospital, 
after  studying  medicine  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College, 
at  the  Ecole  de  Medecine,  Paris,  and  elsewhere.  The  other 
members  of  the  unit  have  divers  qualifications,  such  as  a 
speaking-  knowledge  of  French  and  sound  health.  Leslie 
Gardiner  and  Jessie  Nottingham  will  serve  as  nurses,  and  can 
be,  respectively,  a dietician  and  a chauffeur.  Cecile  Debouy 
can  serve  as  chauffeur,  and  so  likewise  can  Margaret  Peck,  the 
secretary  of  the  unit.  Mildred  Hodges  is  a social  worker. 
These  seven  candidates  were  selected  after  much  scrutiny  on 
the  part  of  the  alumnae  committee  whose  duty  it  was  to  de- 
termine the  personnel  of  the  unit.  Of  the  eighty-six  people 
interviewed  by  this  committee,  sixty-four  were  ineligible  for 
one  reason  or  another ; twelve,  for  instance,  have  brothers  in 
service  in  France.  However,  the  committee  feels  sure  that 
when  the  news  of  our  ability  to  secure  funds  has  been 
thoroughly  grasped  by  the  whole  alumnae  body,  there  will  be 
many  more  applications  during  this  coming  summer,  for  the 
second  unit  to  sail  in  the  autumn.  The  chairman  of  this  Per- 
sonnel Committee  is  Mrs.  George  Mullan,  1898,  and  the  other 
members  are:  Miss  Mabel  Parsons,  1895,  Mrs.  C.  T.  Chap- 
man (Aurelie  R.  Reynaud)  1899,  Miss  Virginia  Newcomb 
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1900,  Dr.  Gulielma  Alsop  1903,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Osborne 
1898,  ex-ofEcio.  Applications  should  go  to  Miss  Newcomb, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Columbia  University  Committee 
on  Women’s  War  Work,  Room  301,  Philosophy  Hall,  Colum- 
bia University. 

Three  well-known  alumnae  will  sail  this  month  as  Canteen 
Workers  under  the  Y.  M.  C.  A but  financed  by  our  alumnae 
association.

REPORT  OF  MISS  ESTELLE  O’BRIEN  ON 
BARNARD  ACTIVITIES  AT 
CAMP  UPTON 

The  alumnae  of  Barnard  College  agreed  to  co-operate  with 
the  Committee  of  Women’s  Colleges  for  Furnishing  Entertain- 
ments in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Huts  at  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island. 

On  Saturday,  February  the  second,  a party  of  ten  represent- 
ing the  Barnard  alumnae  gave  an  entertainment  in  Hut  34,  one 
of  the  finest  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings  in  the  camp.  A very  appre- 
ciative audience  enjoyed  the  musical  numbers  and  the  dancing 
which  the  talented  members  of  our  Association  presented. 

After  the  entertainment,  refreshments  were  served  to  over 
one  thousand  men  and  the  soldiers  seemed  to  enjoy  themselves 
immensely. 

The  first  Saturcjay  in  March  we  furnished  another  entertain- 
ment at  Camp  Upton.  Through  the  kindness  of  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  a professional  entertainment  was 
given  and  all  the  money  was  donated  so  that  we  did  not  have 
to  call  upon  the  fund  allotted  by  the  Association  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  program  was  very  entertaining  and  the  soldiers 
seemed  very  enthusiastic  and  grateful  to  us  for  our  efforts. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretary  said  that  it  meant  a great  deal  to 
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have  college  women  bring  such  diversion  to  the  monotony  of 
camp  life  and  we  were  assured  that  the  soldiers  really  looked 
forward  to  our  going  often. 

It  was  decided,  however,  that  the  men  should  have  open  air 
exercises  when  spring  came,  so  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  requested  us  to 
discontinue  our  entertainments  until  the  Autumn.  At  a meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumnae  Association  it 
was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Barnard  Alumnae  furnish 
two  baseball  equipments  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Huts  at  Camp 
Upton.  This  action  was  in  response  to  a direct  appeal  from 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Secretary  that  he  would  like  to  have  Barnard 
contribute  a substitute  entertainment  in  place  of  the  one  for 
which  we  had  provided  funds.
